ONE CIVILIAN ALSO KILLED. 20 
ARE INJURED, SOME FA­ 
TALLY 


ARSON SUSPECTED 
BY POLICE 
IN FIRE GUTTING 5 STORY 
BUILDING 


(By United Press) 
Chicago, April 19—Arson was 
suspected b y police today in the 
fire which last night gutted a 
five-story building here, killing 
eight firemen, one civilian and 
injuring 20 others, some perhaps 
fatally. 
Search of the ruins continues today, 
police and firemen fearing others still 
unaccounted 
for 
may 
have 
been 
trapped 
when 
a 
terrific 
explosion 
caused the walls to billow out aud 
then collapse. 


The explosion occurred on the sec­ 
ond floor while firemen were scaling 
the building. 
The dead: 
Captain John J. Brennan, 40; Mi­ 
chael Devine, 34; Lieutenant Frank 
Frosh, 37; Thom as Kelly, 51; Edward 
Kerstling, 38; Francis X. Leavey, 37, 
Samuel T. Warren, 40; Jerem iah Cal­ 
laghan, 40; aud William 
Dehr, 
40, 
teamster. 
The structure was known 
as 
the 
Curran building, located on Blue i s ­ 
land avenue on the south side. 
Fire, 
apparently 
Insignificant, 
broke 
out 
last night. 
Within a few moments 
the fire a a s raging through the en­ 
tire structure. 
Scores of pieces of 
fire apparatus were brought to the 
scene. 
Firemen were on the upper floor, 
(,th* rs were on the ground floor and 
s'. I others were perched on ladders 
leaned 
against 
the 
wull 
when 
a 
water tower rearing its head a few 
feet from the building, went without 
a second of warning. 
A terrific blast 
shook the buildings, the wall bulged 
and then caved to the ground. 
The 
roof and upper floors crashed through 
to the basement, carrying 
the 
tor­ 
tured living freight. 
Shrieks of agony 
pierced the gale like a roar of the 
flames, yells Intermingling with the 
falling brick, concrete, steel and tim 
hers. 
Scenes of unsurpassed heroism fol­ 
lowed. 
Policemen and firemen un­ 
daunted by the leaping flames and 
falling debris rushed into the roaring 
furnace. 
Most of those on the Injured list 
were dragged from the flames by res­ 
cuers and those alive owe their lives 
to the prompt and courageous work 
of rescuers. 
.Doctors, internes and nurses sum ­ 
moned hastily, administered firEt aid 
in the glare of the fire. 
A priest. Father E. A. Jones, of the 
Holy Family church, walked calmly 
through the excitement delivering the 
last sacrament to the dying. 
Patrolman Thomas Kelly, Jr., giv­ 
ing assistance wherever needed, came 
on one little group and broke through 
to see what he could, and found his 
father—dead—in the center. 
Lieutenant John Mannisky and John 
Courtney, of a fire insurance company, 
had a miraculous escape from death. 
They were on the third floor when the 
explosion occurred. 
They rode the 
flying wall to the street, and while 
rendered unconscious, they were not 
badly burt. 
Police were told that owners of the 
Curran building had aroused the en­ 
mity of several persons by planning 
to rent the upper floor of the struc­ 
ture to negroes. 
Police also were 
told that several persons, acting su s­ 
piciously. had been seen

How the Fire Started 


The flames started in

ARS0N SUSPECTED

eight firemen, one civilian and 
injuring 20 others, some perhaps 
fatally.

The explosion occurred on the sec­ 
ond floor while firemen were scaling 
the building.

The stru ctu re was known 
as

C urran building, located on Blue 18- 
land avenue on the south side. 
Fire, 
apparently 
insigniflcent, 
broke

W itnin a few moments 
tho fire was raging through the en­ 
tire structure. 
Scores of pieces of 
fire apparatus were brought to the 
scene. 
Firem en were on the upper floor, 
others w ere on the ground floor and 
still others were perched on ladders 
leaned 
against 
the 
wall 
when 
a 
w ater tower rearing its head a few 
feet from the building, went without 
a second of warning. 
A terrific blast 
shook the buildings, the wall bulged 
and then caved to the ground. 
The 
roof and upper floors crashed through 
to the basem ent, carrying 
the 
to r­ 
tured living freight. 
Shrieks of agony 
pierced the gale like a roar of the 
flames, yells interm ingling with the 
falling brick, concrete, steel and tim ­ 
bers. 
Scenes of unsurpassed heroism fol­ 
lowed. 
Policemen and firemen u n ­ 
daunted by the leaping flames and 
falling debris rushed into the roaring 
furnace. 
Most of those on the injured list 
were dragged from the flames by res­ 
cuers and those alive owe their lives 
to the prom pt and courageous work 
of rescuers. 
.Doctors, internes and nurses sum ­ 
moned hastily, adm inistered first aid 
in the glare of the fire. 
A priest, Father E. A. Jones, of the 
Holy Family church, walked calmly 
through the excitement delivering the 
last sacram ent to the dying. 
Patrolm an Thomas Kelly, J r , giv 
ing assistance wherever needed, came 
on one little group and broke through 
to see what he could, and found his 
father—dead—in the center. 
Lieutenant John Mannisky and John 
Courtney, of a fire insurance company, 
had a miraculous escape from death. 
They were on the third floor when the 
explosion occurred. 
They rode the 
flying wall to the street, and while 
rendered unconscious, they were not 
badly hurt. 
Police were told that owners of the 
C urran building had aroused the e n ­ 
mity of several persons by planning 
to rent the upper floor of the stru c­ 
ture to negroes. 
Police also were
